A FTER NEARLY four years of suctessful operation ‘as a great 
adventure in agriculture endeavour the E. 1, D. has beer 
dragged into the political arena.’ The man responsible is Premie)

Cain, Social Credit member for Bow Valley. 
’ We have under-rated Mr. Cain in the past, - We 
have said that he was not able. | But Cain slew Abel, and our Mr 
i Cain may have gone.a long way in slaying the E. 1. D. If he hac 
his way, with all his tantastic notions, including the picture o} 
himself tryng to fill the shoes of E. L. Gray, it would not be long 
until the picture ended with a sad “finis.” 

The Premier's part in the shambles is far from cred: 
itable. — It is politics, of the unwashed variety, from beginning. tc 
end.—-the type which has caused the career of politics to become 
obnoxjous to men of ability and brought an otherwise honourable 
profession into public disrepute, 

Amid all the confusion, certain facts emerge crystal 
clear, and which, when they become better known, will undoubt- 
edly re-act in favour of the Management and the Trustees of the 
E. |. D. 

Last fall, emerging out of a fund of rumour, an in- 
terim audit of the affairs of the E.1.D. was ordered by the Provin- 
cial Treasurer. This audit was conducted and the report sub- 
initted to the Government. There was nothing startling in it, the 
only question being a doubt as to the legal authority of the E.1.D 
{o support certain activities within the project with E. I. D. capital. 
The report was given in November and proved acceptable to the § 
Irrigation Council, who all along had full knowledge of the activi- 
ties in question. At any rate there was no mention in it of “grave 
irregularities” and all that these words imply to the man on. the 
Street. 

That interim audit, out of which these grave charger 
of “grave irregularities” arose has been in the hands of the Irriga- 
tion Council, and at least one membr of the Government, namel 
Hon. Solon Low since last November. If there were any “grave 

. irregularities” it was the bounden duty of the auditor to point them 
out. Obviously the report was such that there was nothing in if 
which alarmed either Mr. Charlesworth, Hon. Solon Low, Hon. D.- 
B. Mullen ,or any other member of the Government. ‘ 

Why was the interim audit made? Simply because 
charges against the Management and the Trustees has been made. 
Did the audit ‘disclose any real basis for the making of these 
charges? If it did why was it necessary to wait until March 24th 
before bringing the matter to light? If there was any truth in 
the charges, or any substantiation through the interim audit, would 
it be likely the Mr. Low would have sought to cover up the Trustees 
or his political opponent, Mr. Gray? The question supplies it’s
